SO 
Reluctant

Okay folks, you thought 
December and January was 
for celebrating the holidays 
and then recovering from 
them? 


Well yes, but you will also 
have the opportunity to ‘have 
your say’ to the government 
on the Family Law Statutes 
Review. Some 90 statutes 
will be examined over 
nineteen weeks and it is under 
this review that the discussion 
of same sex partnerships, 
remedies and benefits can 
take place. Carefully 
controlled though it will be, 
the review will allow for input 
in several ways. 


> Youcan get the paper 
version of the 
Workbook, fill it out 
and send it in. Call my 
office; at some point I 
will have copies there. 


> You can fill out the 
workbook on-line at 
the special website. 
(As I write this, the 
exact website address 
is not announced yet, 
but go to 
www. justice.gov.ab.ca 
and look for the link 
to Family Statutes 
Review site). 
> Focus groups will be 
brought together 
across the province, 
but participation will 
be by invitation. If 
you are really 
interested in 
participating on a 
focus group, let me 
know ASAP and I will 
suggest your name to 
the Minister of 
Justice. 
Or you can simply 
write out your 
thoughts and send 
them in for 
consideration.

The government’s focus for 
this is not inclusion of same 
sex partnerships (no surprise 
there). They are looking to 
update these laws as many 
have not been reviewed in 
decades and are woefully 
archaic. Additionally, in 
some cases, they need to 
add in constitutionally 
mandated changes. But this 
will be your only 
opportunity to have your say 
on inclusion of, and 
recognition for, GLBT 
domestic relationships, 
especially those with 
economic interdependence. 


Now, as we know, our 
intrepid Julie Lloyd has 
continued to take cases on 
to higher courts to challenge 
Alberta laws for inclusion 
of same sex and was 
successful in challenging the 
Intestate Succession law. 
The government was 


supposed to change the law 
by a given date, but has gone 
back to court to say they 
cannot do it in the allotted 
time. They asked for an 
extension to June, but the 
Judge only granted the 
extension until early April 
2002. 


I have met with the Minister 
of Justice and, in both my 
role as MLA for Edmonton- 
Centre and as Official 
Opposition Critic for Justice, 
have pressed for details on 
this review and on why the 
government is so reluctant to 
recognize the inevitable and 
get on with the work of treating 
gay and lesbian partnerships 
equally. The Minister would 
like to do the review of all 90 
some-odd statutes and then 
any resulting legislative 
change all together, but given 
a promise of a nineteen week 
consultation, and a deadline 
of April 1* for changes to 
Intestate Succession, I doubt 
that’s going to happen. By the 
time the consultation is 
complete (later in April or 
May depending on when they 
start), and legislation is 


written to amend existing 
statutes, I think it won’t come 
up in the Spring 2002 
session, more likely the Fall 
2002 Esession? a) ineethc 
meantime, the Intestate 
Succession must be changed 
before 01 April 2002. So we 
will see an amending bill to 
this statute come up in the 
Spring.

The old maxim 
of treating others as you would 
have them treat you makes a 
great deal of sense to us in this 
community. Simply put, if 
you want respect, you have to 
give respect. 


Finally, respect for the 
community.

Renews 
Call For 
Hate 
Crimes 
Protection 


EGALE, a national 
organization that 
advances equality and 
justice for lesbians, gays, 
bisexuals and 
transgendered people, 
and their families, across 
Canada, renewed calls 
for action today in the 
wake of the brutal murder 
last Saturday of gay 
Vancouver resident 
Aaron Webster. 


“We join with others in the 
Bic: community in 
expressing our deepest 
sympathy and solidarity for 
the friends and family of 
Aaron Webster,” said Dale 
Akerstrom, an EGALE Board 
Member from Vancouver. 
“This was a brutal act ofhatred, 
and a tragic reflection of the 
violence and animosity which 
some members of our society 
still harbour towards those 
who are gay.” 


NDP MP Svend Robinson 
introduced a _ Private 
Member’s Bill yesterday that 
would include sexual 
orientation among. the 
grounds protected by hate 
crimes legislation. In 
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response, Justice Minister 
Anne McLellan said she would 
“consider” amending the 
Criminal Code, “if there is 
general agreement” by the 
provinces. EGALE expressed 
its support for Svend 
Robinson’s initiative. 


“The inaction by the federal 
government on this issue is 
shameful,” said John Fisher, 
Executive *Director” (of 
EGALE. “The: “Justice 
Minister said she would 
introduce amendments to 
protect lesbians and gays from 
hate crimes in 1999, 
following the gay-bashing of 
a student in Fredericton. She 
has done nothing. There is no 
need for ‘consultation’. 
Violence, hatred and murder 
are unacceptable, full stop. 


This violence against lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and 
transgendered Canadians is 
implicitly condoned by the 
federal government as long as 
we are excluded from hate 
crimes legislation.” 


“We call upon the federal 
government to act now to 
abolish the ‘homosexual 
panic’ defence, and extend 
hate propaganda provisions to 
include sexual orientation,” 
added Akerstrom. “We also 
support active liaison between 
police units across the country 
and our communities, 
including phone lines to report 


hate crimes. Greater 
inclusion of lesbian, ‘gay, 
bisexual and transgendered 
issues in educational 
curricula is also essential so 
that homophobic attitudes are 
not reinforced through the 
school system.”

. and you thought Dorothy had a 
great fantasy. 


Anyway I stood there on the 
openness of the prairie, watching the 
soldiers working long hours to 
prepare for the next part of the 
exercise.

What first struck me was 
the keenness of the soldiers, the 
willingness to work, the physicality 
of the work — up and down, in and 
out, again and again. What also struck 
me was the rotten equipment: it 
always seemed that this was broken, 
that was broken, the part was not 
available so try it this way, try it that 
way, it still won't work, try again ... 


And then as I watched the soldiers 
digging trenches designed to stop 
tanks as they crested hills my thoughts 
went to what I would want if the 
tanks coming over the hill belonged 
to Hitler or to the Taliban. It struck 
me that I would want the soldiers 
looking after me to have the best of 
everything: in the crunch, only the 
best and lots of it will do, not trucks

that break down regularly, or radios 
that don’t work, or not enough 
ammunition to practice with 

which leads me to something | 
didn’t really realize until this little 
sojourn brought it home to me. 
Seldom do the soldiers get to 
practice with live ammunition — the 
costs are huge for the real stuff. | 
don’t recall exact figures, but some 
of the live ammunition cost $ 5 
each or more a round. Now, let me 
say up front that | personally I 
abhor guns, weapons and using 
any form of violence to solve 
problems. Basically, it usually 
seems to be using the same tactic 
that caused the problem in the first 
place. But do | think we should be 
spending money on ammunition? | 
wish we did not have to, but now 
I feel we do. I could only learn to be 
a psychotherapist by working with 
real people, surgeons at some point 
have to do actually cut into a live 
person, tellers have to actually ring 
in sales on the cash register in front 
of real customers in a busy store ... 
so, it seems to me that we need to 
demand that these women and men 


be well funded and that the funds be 
well managed. They have a job, and 
they need to do it well. 


It’s a job that needs to be done at the 
same time as us non-combatants 
(pacifists?) demand strong action 
to rid the world of land mines, to 
end the abuse of kids everywhere, 
to protect the land and creatures 
everywhere ... they are ultimately, 
it seems to me, the same fights. In 
other words, to use one of my 
favourite — and very useful — 
phrases, there’s room, and a need 
for both. It’s just that in many 
ways, the balance seems to be quite 
far off. 


In therapy | sometimes work with 
images of our amazon and warrior 
selves and the need for those parts 
of ourselves to be in balance with 
our clown, our lover and all our 
other selves. The world of violence 
provides an outlet for our warriors, 
and it often seems to me that in 
many ways we have an exaggerated 
notion of that distorted role. No 
wonder we are in SO many messes. 


But in other ways, it seems to me 
that the women and men who live 
the warrior role in the military, 
regardless of what we think of the 
role, deserve only the best along 
with huge doses of common sense, 
practicality, respect and 
compassion. ... just as the rest of 
us who have a job, to many a 
difficult and unpopular job, and 
who just want to be able to do it 
well. 


Finally: a special thanks to the 
lesbigayt folks who are members 
of the Canadian Forces. Now that 
is a tough row to hoe and you make 
me proud just knowing you are 
there.

Global 
Fund for 
AIDS, 
TB and 
Malaria: 


Bureaucrats Betray People 
with AIDS in Poor Countries 


AIDS activists from around the 
world demand the Global Fund 
subsidize cheap AIDS Drugs 


(Brussels) International AIDS 
activists and medical 
organizations confront the 
opening day of meetings of the 
Board for the Global Fund for 
AIDS, Tuberculosis and 


Malaria, in Brussels. 
Activists are concerned by 
the. clear wiulackwemn on 
commitment among Global 
Fund decision makers to 
financing AIDS treatment in 
poor countries. 


Set to launch on December 
15, 2001 the Global Fund is 
currently poised to finance 
treatment only for diseases 
cheaper to treat than HIV, 
despite public health 
evidence that AIDS 
treatment is cost effective 
and is a key aspect of an 
effective response to the 
AIDS pandemic. The 
activists insist that access 
to AIDS treatment is a 
fundamental human right 
that the Global Fund must 
help fulfill, as 30 million 
people with HIV are 
currently living with no 
access to affordable 
medication. 


Activists from 10 countries 
have gathered in Brussels to 
meet with Global Fund Board 
members to demand funding for 
AIDS drugs, including 
antiretrovirals. The activists 
report that Global Fund 
decision-makers have already 
made clear that funding HIV 
treatment in poor countries will 
not be a priority for the Fund, 
despite the desperate 
worldwide need for AIDS drugs, 
and the tremendous gap in 
access to AIDS treatment that 
spurred the creation of the 
Global Fund by U.N. Secretary 
General Kofi Annan in April, 
2001. 


“The Global AIDS TB and 
Malaria Fund is turning into a 
slow, under-funded bureaucracy 
that will not be able to produce 
results. 27,000 people will die 
today because they lack access 
to affordable treatment for 
AIDS, tuberculosis and 


malaria,” said Zackie Achmat 
of the Treatment Action 
Campaign in South Africa. 


“What we’re seeing here is a 
betrayal of what the Fund was 
invented for in the first place. 
Rich countries cannot be 
allowed to simply sentence 
30 million people with HIV to 
death because they prefer to 
focus on cheaper diseases,” 
said Evan Ruderman of the 
Health GAP Coalition. “There 
is no reason for the Fund to 
wait to deliver vital medicines 
and start turning the tide while 
global comprehensive plans 
guidelines are developed over 
the next year.” 


The proposals being debated 
by the Global Fund board 
members fail to address 
proposals for treatment 
programs, or for the

Jesus knew what being an 
outsider meant He would 
experience the prickly 
rejection in his life of the 
religious authorities, and he 
would know their 
condemnation. He started 
life in a stable because of 
the insensitivity and 
blindness of others.

procurement or distribution 
of medicines. A concrete 
proposal that NGOs are 
making is for the Fund to start 
saving lives now, by putting 
vital HIV drugs into the hands 
of qualified field 
organizations through 
procurement and delivery 
systems already housed 
within UN agencies. 


“Hospitals, clinics and 
workplaces in the field can 
immediately scale up 
effective treatment and care 
if they are given the HIV/ 
AIDS drugs they can not 
afford,” said Joseph Essombo, 
an AIDS doctor with the Ivory 
Coast Bouake Health 
Network. 


“The fund must prioritize 
programs that quickly put 
critical medicines into the 
hands of the suffering,” said 
Pearl Nwashili of Stop AIDS 
in Nigeria. “But the donor 
countries seem perfectly 
content that the Global Fund 
will not finance programs to 
start saving lives now, when 
10,000 people with AIDS die 
each day.” 


The Doha declaration on 
Public Health affirms the 
rights of poor countries to 
bypass patents and purchase 
generic HIV medicines. 
“Even the World Trade 
Organization recognizes that 
economics can not dictate 
double standards on world 
health,” said Gaelle Krikrian 
ofPACT UP" Paris. .4ne 
experience of doctors in the 
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field shows that HIV 
treatment is absolutely 
feasible in poor countries, 
and, since the advent of 
generic competition, 
entirely affordable”. 


The international group of 
NGOs will meet with Global 
Fund board members this 
week to demand: 


* GF must commit to saving 
the lives of people infected 
with AIDS, tuberculosis and 
malaria by providing 
treatment. Treatment for 
AIDS must not be a lower 
priority than prevention, or 
treatment for TB or Malaria. 


*GF must prioritize, 
encourage and fast-track 
financing for provisions for 
AIDS medications at best 
world prices through 
international bidding and bulk 
procurement. 


* GF mustagree that the Fund 
will quickly make funds for 
treatment available to any 
qualified care providers that 
can rapidly deliver treatment 
to people with AIDS 
tuberculosis and malaria. 


* GF must support the use of 
best world price and not 
restrict the use of affordable 
generic medicines to fight 
HIV/AIDS, TB and malaria 


* GF must not use a shortage 
of resources to justify deadly 
ineffective measures such as 
HIV prevention in the 
absence of treatment. Donor 
countries must commit 
sufficient amounts to give 
the Global Fund, and make 
good on the promise made 
last June at the United 
Nations’ Special General 
Assembly on AIDS to 
commit at least 10 billion 
USD ayear to the global fight 
against aids. 


Facing 
Up to 
AIDS 


It is a human catastrophe like 
no other. Years in the making, 
it has gathered momentum 
like a runaway locomotive. 
At its epicentre, in the 
countries of East and 
Southern Africa, it is 
threatening to lay to waste 
entire segments of society. 


Unlike other natural 
calamities, which announce 
themselves with the drama of 
a hurricane or an earthquake, 
AIDS has slipped in quietly, 
sheathed in shame and 
misinformation. Far from 
receiving an outpouring of 
sympathy and support, its 
victims are often stigmatized, 
abused, and neglected. 


The impact is being felt by 
every business and institution, 
co-operatives included, in 
those countries that are most 
severely affected. Co- 
operatives are facing the loss 
of skilled employees and 
valued members. Credit 
unions are being forced to 
abandon life insurance 
programs for members — 
traditional actuarial tables 
were never constructed to 
deal with a catastrophe of this 
magnitude. Loan repayment 
rates are being affected - a 
substantial number of 
borrowers can be expected 
to become ill or die. 


Co-operative involvement in 
this tragedy goes well beyond 
simple business imperatives. 
As institutions committed to 


the social and economic well 
being of members, they have 
a responsibility to their 
members and their 
communities to do what they 
can to ease the suffering. But 
co-operatives can hardly be 
expected to solve the 
problem on their own - it 
will take the combined 
efforts of society as a whole 
to wrestle this crisis to its 
knees. 


The numbers are horrific. 
AIDS has been with us for 
just 20 years, but already it is 
killing more people than any 
other infectious disease. In a 
single year, more than two 
million Africans died of 
AIDS, 10 times the number 
who perished in wars and 
armed conflict during the 
same period. More than 33 
million people are already 
infected, with 16,000 new 
infections occurring every 
day. Ninety five per cent of 
infected people live in 
developing countries. There 
are 12 countries in sub- 
Saharan Africa where adult 
HIV infection rates are over 
10 per cent. In Botswana and 
Zimbabwe, more than 25 per 
cent of young adults are HIV 
positive. In sub-Saharan 
Africa 55 per cent of the HIV 
positive adults are women, 
and 70 per cent of them are 
between the ages of 15 and 
24. In Cote d’Ivoire a teacher 
dies of AIDS every day. Forty 
per cent of military personnel 
in Uganda are HIV positive, 
and the disease has left more 
than 11 million orphans, 90 
per cent of them in Africa. 


Most African cultures are 
built around the concept of 
strong extended families. It 
is not uncommon for 
children to be raised by aunts 
and uncles, grandparents and 
cousins. Yet in many families 
there are no living adults to 


care for children. The result is the growing 
phenomenon of child-headed households.

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“Senator Patrick Leahy, a Vermont 
Democrat, searching for a way to 
communicate the 22 million deaths from 
AIDS and 36.1 million people now 
infected, recently said, ‘*Suppose we 
woke up tomorrow morning and learned 
that every single man, woman, and child, 
every single person, in Miami, 
Minneapolis, Atlanta, Denver, Boston, 
Seattle, Washington, D.C., New York 
City, Los Angeles, Chicago, Houston, 
Philadelphia, San Diego, Detroit, and 
Dallas, combined, were infected witha 
virus for which there was no cure. Don’t 
you think that we would respond as 
rapidly and with the kind of finances as 
we did after Sept. 11th?”’ 


In June, Stephen Lewis, the United Nations Special 
Envoy for AIDS in Africa was invited to speak at 
CCA’s latest co-operative congress. He 
acknowledged the contribution that co-operatives 
can make to this fight. 


“Humanity is facing the greatest single crisis this 
planet has faced in 700 years. There is nothing that 
has, in such a staggering way, shredded the 
economic, social, cultural, and human 
infrastructure of country after country, particularly 
in East and Southern Africa . . . Because of the 
crisis, which has never seen its equal since the 
middle ages in the Black Death, the co-operative 
movement has an extraordinary contribution to 
make at the grass roots level in country after 
country under siege.”

Law Goes 
into Effect 


Referendum Petition 
Withdrawn in Response to 
ACLU Lawsuit 


Gays and lesbians in Maryland 
will have immediate equal 
protection in housing, em- 
ployment and accommoda- 
tions today as the state’s Anti- 
Discrimination Act of 2001 
goes into effect. A delay in 
the effective date of the law 
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(October 1, 2001) occurred 
when “TakeBackMaryland,” a 
group seeking to deny equal 
protection to gays and lesbi- 
ans in Maryland filed peti- 
tions to put the measure on 
the fall 2002 ballot. 

The ACLU of Maryland filed 
suit, charging that the 
referendum petitions filed by 
TakeBackMaryland did not 
meet the state constitutional 
standards for taking a 
popularly passed law to 
referendum. 


TakeBackMaryland stipulated 
today that they did not have 
enough valid signatures for a 
referendum under Maryland 
law. Under Maryland law, 
today’s stipulation means that 
the Anti-Discrimination Act 
is now forever safe from 
referendum challenges. 


“This is an enormous victory 
for Maryland gays and 
lesbians who now can live 
free from prejudice,” said 
Dwight Sullivan, Managing 
Attorney for the ACLU of 
Maryland’s Baltimore 
office. “This is also a victory 
for all Marylanders as the 
Free State becomes one of 
just 12 states (plus D.C.) that 
bars discrimination on the 
basis of sexual orientation.” 


The Anti-Discrimination Act 
was passed by the General 
Assembly in the spring of 
2001 by approximately a 2- 
to-1 margin after 11 years 
of failed attempts. The bill 


was also passed after 
Governor Parris 
Glendening’s Special 


Commission to Study Sexual 


Orientation Discrimination 
heard evidence of rampant 
discrimination against gays 
and lesbians statewide. This 
landmark civil rights 
legislation passed thanks to 
the work ofa large and diverse 
group ofadvocates, including 
the ACLU, acting in its role 
as the state’s foremost civil 
rights organization. 
Governor Glendening signed 
the bill on May 15, 2001. 


Dwight Sullivan led the 
ACLU’s efforts in the case, 
Gelbman v. Willis. Co- 
counsel are Art Spitzer of 
the ACLU of the National 
Capital Area and D. Jean 
Veta, Charles J. Butler and 
Chad Tang, pro bono 
attorneys from the 
Washington, D.C. law firm 
of Covington & Burling.
